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PREFACE. 



The time has long since passed at which I had purposed placing the 
Eighth Volume of the Hereford Herd Book in the hands of the 
Subscribers. Now tliat I am about to publish it, I cannot refrain 
from expressing the regret I feel that the publication of a work con- 
tainiflg information of so much importance, and which is sought 
afler, with so much earnestness, by Breeders, both at home and 
abroad, should have been so long delayed by the procrastination of 
some of those whose interests it is calculated to serve. The pro- 
crastination of which I complain has rendered the laboiu- of its 
compilation unnecessarily tedious and expensive to m^, as well as 
disappointing and annoying to those who promptly responded to 
my application for the requisite information. I trust in future 
years I shall obtain a more ready response. i 

It will be observed that I have this time deviated from my 
prescribed rule of selecting such animals only as have won a first 
prize at a meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society of England to 
embellish the volume ; and have placed the Canadian-bred bull Sir 
Charles (3434) in the prominent position of facing the title page. 
His numerous victories in Canada and the United States of America, 
combined with the next to impossibility of his competing on English 
soil, induced me to adopt this course of giving prominence to an 
animal of so distinguished a character. 
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PREFACE. 

When issaing the Seventh Volume I expressed my intention 
" of publishing periodically, as a companion work to the Herd Book, 
a Record of Hereford Transactions, containing a list of prizes won by 
Hereford Cattle at the leading agricultural shows." That work I 
considered would "render unnecessary any mention of prizes in 
future volumes, beyond those referring to the animals by whicli 
they may be embelhshed.'.' But want of the required support to 
enable me to carry out my intentions, and the difficulty I expe- 
rienced in obtaining information, have caused me to abandon it. 
And as many breeders sent me (as heretofore) notices of the prizes 
won by animals, with their entries, I resolved to resume the course 
adopted in the Seventh Volume, supplementing the information 
supplied by such as had come tmder my own immediate know^- 
ledge ; necessarily, a list so compiled is not so complete in its 
references as I could wish.
